Concern over lack of 
enforcement rocks town 


Several groups of Sierra Madreans are concerned 
about what they believe has (or has not) happened 
to the Decker House, an early century home, 
located on the south side of the Jameson Tract in 
the north part of Sierra Madre. 

That tract was purchased by a developer 
two years ago and, so far, the Sierra Madreans 
say, the house has been picked to the bone, stand¬ 
ing with what they perceive as no care at all. 

Those whom The News has interviewed con¬ 
stantly find fault with the city not letting them know 
what is happening to various projects. Their concern 
with what they believe has happened with the Decker 
House is just another indication that the city is 
not quite aware of what the developers are doing, 
they say. 

Ad hoc committee’s concerns 

Bill Chilton, chairman of the ad hoc committee 
working on the General Plan, said, “I think they are 
slowly letting (the Decker House) fall apart . . . 
It’s obviou to me that it’s being dismantled. The 
roof is gone. Plaster is out. A good deal of the shingles 
on the front are gone. When there’s nothing 
there they can say, ‘Let’s get rid of it.’ As one per¬ 
son said, they’re waiting for a strong wind to come 
blow it over.” 

Members of the Cultural Heritage Commission 
are also concerned about the lack of coordination 
with the city. 

Judy Webb-Martin told The News, ‘‘The 
aggravation is the lack of follow through. I don’t 
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Superintendent Phillip Jordan’s replacement 
became the center of a heated discussion at the 
Pasadena Unified School Board meeting Tuesday 
evening when Board Member Elbie Hickenbottom 
accused three other members of agreeing to hire a 
superintendent within the district at an executive 
council meeting. 

He said that Ann Pursel, board member, 
had requested that Dr. Philip Linscomb, deputy 
supetituendent, become the next leader of the dis¬ 
trict He also pointed a finger at Roberta Moon 
and George Padilla for agreeing with Pursel to seek 
a superintendent within PUSD system in the closed 
meeting. 

Pursel said it was not true, and Hickenbot¬ 
tom countered, ‘‘Ann, if I’m lying, you’ll get your 
chance for rebuttal. And go ahead and sue me if 

you want.” 


Pursel did not pursue the matter except to call 
Hickenbottom a liar. 

The accuser said he did not think he was in 
violation of the Brown act, even though the dis¬ 
cussion had taken place in a closed meeting. 

Padilla said he felt there was enough talent 
in the district to hire within and Moon said she 
‘‘did not appreciate a board member putting words” 
in her mouth. Padilla added that he did not think 
the matter needs community input. 

At that point the Altadena NAACP and the 
Black Coalition on Education presented an open 
letter to the board which read: ‘‘We hereby request 
a nationwide formal search for a highly qualified 
superintendent to replace Supt. Phillip B. Jordan. 
The paper also included a parenthesized sentence: 
“(Please note that the Arcadia Unified School Dis¬

want to point any fingers. We’re ail at fault lor not 
following through. This is too small a town, too few 
people to do all the work.

Defending 
Pasadena Schools 

This letter was sent to 
Stuart E. Gothold, 
Superintendent, Los 
Angeles County Office 
of Education, with a 
copy to The News. Ed. 

As a junior at Pasa¬ 
dena High School (PHS) 
and a resident of Sierra 
Madre, I am dismayed 
at the recent uproar 
caused by the Sierra 
Madre Parents for Better 
Education (SMPBE) over 
re-zoning Sierra Madre 
as part of Arcadia Uni¬ 
fied School District 
(AUSD) as opposed to 
part of Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District 
(PUSD). I have not lived 
in Sierra Madre all of 
my life, but have had 
the opportunity to 
attend Loma Alta 
Elementary, Sierra Madre 
School and Pasadena 
High School. I have read 
all of the literature of 
the SMPBE as well as 
that of All Children 
Count (ACC). I am 
shocked that the 
SMPBE has gone to all 
the fuss of numerous 
petitions and lobbying 
simply for the reasons 
laid out in their appeal 
to you. In my opinion 
the reasons they have 
cited are, at best, in¬ 
flammatory, and at worst 
irrelevant. Allow me 
to explain why I oppose 
this campaign. 

First, the SMPBE states 
that 1900 school age 
children reside in Sierra 
Madre and only 632 are 
enrolled in PUSD. They 
go on to imply that a 
re-zoning would have 
Sierra Madre’s par¬ 
ents withdrawing their 
children from private 
and parochial schools in 
order to attend AUSD. 
I think this in an 
unreasonable pro¬ 
phecy. I feel that be¬ 
fore any changes are

made, statistics must 
be found showing exactly 
how many parents actu¬ 
ally would relocate their 
children. 

Further, the SMPBE 
states that test scores 
and drop-out rates 
are evidence of PUSD’s 
inferiority. I feel this is 
not valid logic. Stu¬ 
dents in Japan, for exam¬ 
ple, have been proven 
to score consistently 
higher on standardized 
tests than American 
children. However, 

I do not see a move¬ 
ment to change Ameri¬ 
can schools to the Japa¬ 
nese system. Stand¬ 
ardized tests are merely 
an abstract measure of 
a student’s skill in cer¬ 
tain subjects as well as 
their ability to fill in 
little circles with a 
No. 2 pencil. I do not 
regret that perhaps 
an Arcadia student 
can score better on any 
of the barrage of standard¬ 
ized exams we are sub¬ 
jected to. The reason for 
this is that I am receiving 
an excellent education 
in diverse cultures and 
ethnic backgrounds as 
well as socio-economic 
groups that form today’s 
world, something very 
lacking in Arcadia schools. 

Next, in regard to the 
drop-out rate, evidence 
has shown that the 
drop-out rate of a 
school is related to the 
economic background 
of the demographic group 
the school consists of. 
Though it is not popular 
to discuss it, it is ob¬ 
vious that Arcadians, 
on the whole, are far 
wealthier than Pasa¬ 
denans. 

This brings me to my 
next point. Under “Ra¬ 
cial and Ethnic Factors” 


the SMPBE claimed to a 
lack of information on 
that topic, in effect deny¬ 
ing that it is an issue. I 
feel this is unacceptable. 

I do not wish to make 
accusations of any sort, 
nor do I wish to bring 
up topics that are dis¬ 
comforting. However, it 
is time to face reality. 
Arcadia has been bet¬ 
ween 1 and 5 black stu¬ 
dents in its high school 
graduation class for the 
last several years, at least 
whereas PHS’s graduat¬ 
ing class has been at 
least 50 percent black. 
This is reality. I feel that 
any parent who objects 
to having their child 
in a racially diverse 
school setting, who does 
not in fact encour¬ 
age such a setting, is 
not living in 1989 and, 
two decades after Martin 
Luther King, is still bur¬ 
dened by prejudice. I am 
not implying that the 
SMPBE is powered by 
bigotry. I am simply 
pointing out facts about 
the make-up of AUSD 
and PUSD and that 
I find it suspicious that 
the SMPBE did not jus¬ 
tify racial demographics 
as a factor in redistricting. 

I feel that movement 
to redistrict to Arca¬ 
dia schools is reflecting 
an offensive provinciality 
and neglect of reality. 
AUSD has not 
been proven superior 
to PUSD. As for drop¬ 
out rates, kids drop out 
of school for many 
reasons, most of 
which can be prevented 
by a supportive, loving 
home. Most kids do not 
drop out because their 
school is not ranked 
highly on the CAP tests. 
Further, parents should 
respect their child¬ 


ren enough to realize 
Sierra Madre children 
are a vital part of PUSD. 

I feel that I have not 
been harmed in any way 
by my attendance in 
Pasadena schools, but 
rather have benefited from 
the unique social and 
academic opportunities, 
as well as having bene- 
fitted my school. SMPBE 
states that the with¬ 
drawal of Sierra Madre’s 
children will not harm 
PUSD. I disagree. I feel 
that the loss of any 
segment from a working 
unit is detrimental to that 
unit. 

I am proud to live in 
Sierra Madre and love 
our small town atmos¬ 
phere. However, I am 
equally proud to be 
part of Pasadena 
through school. I think 
the ties between Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena, 
through education, are 
priceless and make 
Sierra Madre an even 
more desirable place to 
live. 

I think that if Sierra 
Madre’s children 
attended Arcadia 
schools, we would find 
ourselves closing in as 
a community: in effect 
raising ourselves up on an 
ivory tower where we 
could not be touched by 
reality, that with its 
thorns has roses as 
well. That kind of pro¬ 
vinciality and reclu¬ 
siveness, though lending 
a false sense of security, 
can be nothing but detri¬ 
mental to education. 
Education is meant to 
open minds, not close 
them. 

Please consider these 
ideas and ask the kids; 
we have opinions about 
this that few have 
stopped to discover. 
Thank you for your time.

is a major redevelopment initiative, probably 
carried out by a substantially experienced 
developer of community-scale shopping centers. 
Several options appear possible ...” 

In a preface to their working paper, 
ERA consultant David Wilcox states, “The 
purpose of this report is to serve as the draft 
outline of ideas which have been assembled 
for consideration by the merchants and owners 
in the downtown core as well as by the city 
staff.” 

Everyone following Main Street’s effort to 
revitalize downtown, and especially residents 
in the Windsor Lane area, may be interested 
to know the one alternative development 
strategy considered least likely to be feasible, 
from the consultant’s point of view, is in fact 
number 4. 

The whole discussion is relevant to Sierra 
Madre’s future. Making no personal nor par¬ 
ticular reference to individual businesses, pro¬ 
perty owners and residents, it is safe to say 
that whatever economic development strategy 
results from Main Street’s efforts will be hotly 
contested. Change has a way of attracting more 
negative comment than positive. It’s 
always easier to object to something than to 
take the time to accumulate, study, discuss 
and evalute facts. That, friends, is what I’ve 
referred to as “vanilla ice cream eating-cement 
drying watching” type excitement. 

Main Street businesses and property owners 
can be a positive part of the revitalization 
process by investing personal time as a member 
of one or more of the Main Street and 
Chamber of Commerce task forces that will 
be activated. They can assist in communicat¬ 
ing facts to their neighbors and associates. 
When necessary, they can dig into their 
pockets and help provide funds to get the job 
done.

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Every year, come September, the feeling comes 
watch, listen, and pray. 

A killer is out there in our chaparral, just 
waiting for its trigger: a match, a half-burned 
cigarette, even a faulty muffler, and the monster 
is on its way, devouring everything in its path — 
plant, animal, house, human. 

The Santa Anas that blow out of the scorching 
hell of September deserts dry the brush to tinder, 
the oils in their branches creating living incendiary 
bombs awaitmg a fuse. 

We have lived in the Sierra Madre brush area 
since 1951 and three times the monster killer has 
come our way. 

In 1952, we lived in the Canyon and the evac¬ 
uation was a Kafka nightmare: people carrying 
empty birdcages, bedside lamps, pushing vacant 
baby carriages and hauling pets and children 
in wagons like a Fourth of July Parade, eyes glazed 
and panic flaring. 

The smoke was so thick you couldn’t see 
across the street and everyone coughed and cried 
and gasped for air in the blood red mid-day twilight. 

In 1961, we lived at the top of Auburn and it 
took the monster killer three minutes to reach us 
from its starting point above the Sierra Madre Dam. 


When it ended, the mud was 13-feet deep 
around the house. 

One house on Churchill Road wasn’t so lucky. 
It filled to the celing, and ended up as kindling. 

Floods after the fire in ’52 put boulders as big 
as houses down as far as Howie’s (Robert’s in those 
days), and treated Auburn and Lima to the 
same. Many old timers tell of barely escaping with 
their lives as cataracts of mud roared down on their 
houses and vehicles. 

Again the killer struck, in 1978, and again 
our house was surrounded 360 degrees with towering 
flames and following rains brought mud once again 
to surround the house. A number of nights of 
deluge we spent in motels “knowing” the mountains 
behind was going to simply consume our home 
with a super-avalanche of mud. 

We remember watching the flood control basin 
below our house resembling a boiling cauldron, 
with gigantic “boils” of mud roaring and rolling 
and threatening to overcome the basin, as floods 
after fires have threatened the Sierra Madre Dam. 

Come September, we remember and when we 
hear statistics like those related by Mayor Pro Tern 
George Maurer about how 83 of the 90 fires res¬ 
ponses in the last 11 years came from Chantry 


Flat Road, one of the few major access roads into 
our chaparral-covered hillsides, and remember how 
the ’61 fire, which took one firefighter’s life, was 
started there by a demented arsonist who couldn’t 
remember how many fires he had set in his “career,” 
we cannot help but see the point of the Sierra 
Madre Hillside Coalition in its endeavors to prevent 
more homes and access roads from being built, with 
the accompanying increase in the threat of more fires 
holocausts and cataracts of mud which follow. 

Our stalwart firefighters have never lost a hill¬ 
side home to wildfire, but a number have been lost 
to the floods that came after. 

Why do we live here after three “lifetime” 
traumas? The flood-preparedness meetings in 
1978 brought out numerous potential disaster vic¬ 
tims after the fire, and as we looked around we 
saw that perhaps a third of the attendees were 
the same as those after the ’61 fire and even 
the earlier one in ’52. 

We live here because we love the wilderness 
environment and, perhaps selfishly, we don t want it 
destroyed by wall-to-wall housing; or do we want 
our September nightmare heightened by increased 
potential for fires and floods and other threats to

with flames leaping beside us and sparks —

trict has already begun its search for superinten¬ 
dent nationwide.)” 

Arcadia’s Superintendent Stephen Goldstone 
has resigned recently. 

The points that the two bodies outlined were 
as follows: They want “a qualified consulting firm 
to be hired to conduct a nationwide search” for 
PUSD. The firm should have “experience with 
multi-ethnic communities, one which is predomin¬ 
ately minority.” 

The second point read, “The Coalition and 
NACP should be involved in the selection pro¬ 
cess for the setting of criteria to and including 
participation on an interim panel.” 

Next point: “Candidate selected should be one 
who will live within the district so that he or she 
is accessible to the community, aware of com¬ 
munity concerns and have a pulse for their con¬ 
cerns.” 

Point four: “The person selected should have 
qualifications to work in a pluralistic school dis¬ 
trict.” 

Point five: “The person selected shall have 
experience as a teacher and as a school principal.” 

Finally, point six: “That as this district’s 
population is more than 60 percent (they verbally 
corrected that figure to be “more than 75 percent), 
special effort should be made to recruit through 
minority university systems and in cities with high 
minority pupil population.” 

The paper was presented by Toni M. Stewart, 
president of the Altadena NAACP and co-chair 
of the Black Coalition on Education. 

Hickenbottom asked when Jordan will be leav¬ 
ing since the superintendent’s contract runs until 
June, 1990. 

Robert Samperi, deputy superintendent, an¬ 
nounced that a survey done in Sierra Madre which 
interviewed 622 persons with 35 questions should 
be ready next week in the middle of the week. 

Hickenbottom finally cautioned the audience to 
keep a close watch on the district. He said,

Sierra Madre’s public hearing is scheduled for 
Oct. 12 at Pasadena High School Auditorium. 
The Arcadia hearing will be Oct. 18 and no loca¬ 
tion has been determined yet. 

Carolyn Carlburg, attorney hired by the Pasa¬ 
dena School System, spoke for the system which 
is very opposed to secession. 

McMillan, representing SMPBE, said, “Caro¬ 
lyn Carlberg did an excellent job, the job she was 
paid to do.” 

When asked if SMPBE had hired an at¬ 
torney, she said, “No, we don’t have the funds. 
Bart Doyle is an attorney, yes, but he’s speaking 
as a father. And he’s not being paid.” 

Kendall, representing All Children Count, said 
she “felt pretty good” about the meeting. “It 
was low key kind of thing . . . The information 
as I saw it was for clarification.” 

McMillan and LeVoe quoted the county com¬ 
mittee when they said that PUSD enrollment is at 
79.4 percent minority, 20.6 percent white. If Sierra 
Madre joined Arcadia the Arcadia schools would 
be 40.8 percent minority and 59.2 percent white. 
Presently the school is 42 percent minority and 58 
percent white. 

In Pasadena, Sierra Madre students make up 
11.2 percent of the white enrollment and .8 percent 
of the minority, according to county committee 
findings.

At this point in time, 
his working day began

A short time later he 
opened a Duck Pin 
bowling alley and incor¬ 
porated the two, built it 
up and sold it, moving 
his news agency office 
into his home. 


‘Ahoy’ into 
telephone 

The first receivers of 
telephone calls cried out 
“Ahoy-ahoy” rather 
than the later greeting of 
“hello.” 


In 1955 the Illustrated 
Daily News went bank¬ 
rupt and his $5500 sev¬ 
erance pay which he had 
look forward to, became 
non-existent. What 
could have been a com¬ 
plete disaster turned 
out to be a momentous 
detour in the road to 
his next plateau. Having 
good credit, he was able 
to borrow $5000. He and 
a friend who had faith 
in his business ability, 
bought the Downey Bowl. 
In short, the bowling 
business flourished. He 
sold his half to his part¬ 
ner, and bought his own 
bowling alley in Bur¬ 
bank. He wanted to be 
independent. He seemed 
to be indefatigable when 
it came to work, and 
as owner, cashier, cook, 
bartender, caretaker and 
bouncer, he built it up 
and made a profitable 
sale. He was now close 
to seeing his dream 
materialize. 

He had for many years 
wanted to own a resort 
so in 1958 he bought 
Seven Oaks, a lodge in 
the San Bernardino 
Mountains. It had been 
in a state of neglect for 
many years, so it was 
a herculean task but with 
the help of his children 
and a hard working wife, 
it was restored and for 
20 years it continued to 
grow. 

He retired in 1978 
and resides with his 
wife in Redlands.

monished future councils who might wish to allow 
further developments in the area to consider the 
difficulty this council has had during the 17-month 
quest by the Martins. 

Several Sierra Madreans spoke against the 
project, noting drainage problems, traffic hazards, 
aesthetics, grading difficulties, extreme fire hazards. 

One resident said that when he moved into 
the area on Sunrise Hill, they had 110 lbs. of water 
pressure. Now, however, pressure has dropped to 
45 - 50 lbs. and the flow became a trickle during 
a possible fire years ago. “The pumping system 
would not work.” 

Another was concerned that many Indian relics 
might be lost since he, personally, has found many 
on his canyon property. 

Others were concerned that all the documents 
had not been circulated to proper authorities 
such as Arcadia, Monrovia and Sierra Madre Fire 
Depts., the county, the flood control and national 
forest entities. 

The Environmental Impact Report was written 
by John Bitterman and his work was received, 
with a few exceptions, by both sides. 

The Tree Preservation Ordinance, presented 
by Shirley McGillicuddy and Charles Corp, after 
a two-year study, was received and will be filed 
by the council. Although no public hearing was 
scheduled, that will be the next step for the ordi¬ 
nance. 

The ordinance limits trimming to 20 percent 
and for native oaks 10 percent. It also requires a 
tree removal permit for historic, specimen, botan- 
ically or aesthetically significant trees. 

The News featured a total rundown a couple 
of months ago on the ordinance and will re-run 
the story in a subsequent issue. 

City Councilmembers requested that Charles 
Corp, director of San Gabriel Valley Municipal 
Water District, strive toward a Sierra Madre plan 
for establishing a real emergency water system. 

Mayor Bruce Crow said, “We pay into and 
get nothing out of the district. The city ought to 
move to possibly become a part of Metropolitan 
Water District. We need to know that we have 
sources of water.” 

Councilman Roy Buchan said, “Since 1959 
we’ve been paying into the district and we now 
have $315,000. That’s a lot of dollars for nothing. 
I think they’re motivated to do nothing for Sierra

monthly “to help in preservation of Sierra Madre as 
it stands. To protect what we have,” Webb-Martin 
explains. That includes homes, structures, trees, the 
“whole ambiance of the town.” 

She concludes, “Our best asset is also our 
worst. We’re very slow moving. Because of that we 
don’t make major mistakes but we also don’t move 
very fast in a positive way.” 

Broker’s explanation 

Brion Acosta of Baldwin Realty is broker for 
Alexander/Catania Development, Inc., Azusa, 
who purchased the Jameson tract, on which the 
Decker home stands. 

He told The News Monday, “We worked with 
the Jamesons first and then a year-and-a-half ago 
we started working with the city. The Planning 
Commission and City Council all know what 
we’re doing. The major amount of time has 
been spent waiting for the city to get the 
plans back to us. Since resurfacing of Grandview 
was started, the developers began working 
on the north side First, then will move south to 
Grandview. Unfortunately, the Decker House is 
on the south side. Phil Catania is an electrical con¬ 
tractor and he wants to save the house. At one time 
you could stand on the northeast corner and literally 
shake the house of the original structure. All the 
bathroom floors were rotted. They were disgusting, 
gross. The original fixtures had been destroyed.” 

He continued, “1 understand what the Cul¬ 
tural Heritage Commission is doing. They have to be 
protective. I feel they’ve been very fair to us all. 
Sometimes, however, things have outlived their use¬ 
ful life (such as the Decker House) . . . We decided 
to work with the city. We wanted to please the city. 
We increased the zoning from Rl-9000 to Rl-11000. 
That means that the minimum lot can be 9000 square 
feet but we wanted more space because of the size 
of the homes. The average lot size of 12,500 square 
feet. We also exceeded the front and rear yard 
setback requirements and the garages are in the rear 
of the yards. We are even using the center strips 
down the center of the driveways. We meet the re¬ 
quirements of the Fire Department and have con¬ 
crete and clay roofs. We have always been real open, 
extremely accessible to the town.” 

They want the Jameson tract to be spectacular, 
they say. 

Acosta said, “One of the conditions of approval 
was that we were to restore the house. Well, the 
foundation is in place and the framing should start 
within another week or two. The house will be 
yellow, as it was originally, the original stairway 
is in. When we are finished, the house will have 
doubled in size of 3050 sq. feet. The price will be 
$698,000 when it is done.” 

Acosta said the homes will be from 3304 to 3833 
square feet. They will be five-bedroom homes, and 
will have three or four bathrooms. “They are very 
elaborate.” 

They will sell from $637,(<0C to $743,000, but 
that is subject to change, he added. 

“Remember, Acosta said, “We can’t do any¬ 
thing. We can’t sell or close escrows until final 
inspection by the city. We have already sold four 
of the homes without doing any advertising.” 

Bill Garr, vice chairman of the ad hoc committee, 
echoes the frustrations of town committees and 
commissions about now knowing what is happening. 
“There is a lack, or apparent lack, of code enforce¬ 
ment. We must temper preservation with develop¬ 
ment by striking a balance. That is all important to 
code enforcement as it is written, with appropriate 
fines for flagrant violations. Laws are only as strong 
as they are enforced. 

Commitment needed 

Edie Dane, a member of the Cultural Heritage 
Commission, noted, “What we need to push for is 
the city not to write off a whole project until 
there has been a commitment to complete the 
Decker house. We need commitment.” 

Dane has been in Sierra Madre since 1937. She

was born in 1913 in Ojai. 

Elsie Dammeyer, another Cultural Heritage 
member, was born in 1911 in Chicago but has lived 
here for 71 years. 

Dane Lenton, a leading preservationist, said, 
“If they can move it and demolish it (the Decker 
House) with no problems, what happens if they 
abandon the project?” 

Preservationists speak 

Verna Chilton, another leading preserva¬ 
tionist, said, “Promises that are made must be kept 
and enforced.” 

Caroline Brown added, “I first sat as a new 
Parks and Recreation Commissioner and it was no 
time when 1 felt the frustration of the commissioners 
for various recommendations they’d made over the 
years which had been forgotten. Things often 
grind to a halt when they could/should be moving 
forward.” 

Phyllis Chapman, another Cultural Heritage 
Commissioner, gave a brief history of 
Decker. 

“Almarian Decker was a young man in 1888, 
suffering from tuberculosis, when he moved 
from Cleveland to Southern California for his 
health. 

“He was an inventive genius. He held patents 
on a safety brake for elevators, improvements in 
electroplating, phonograph speakers and 
an electric marking device for the manufacture of 
wooden rulers. He also designed the original electric 
system for the Mount Lowe Railway, the world’s 
first mountain trolley line. 

“His greatest contribution was the technology 
for transmitting electricity over long distances. 
This technology meant that electric service could 
be brought to any customer, no matter how remote 
the customer was from a generating plant. And the 
price was affordable. 

“During the construction of the Mount Loew 
Railway, Decker’s health was deteriorating. He con¬ 
tinued to supervise the work even though he had to 
be carried each day on a litter to the job site. 

“In 1890 or 1891, the home at 427 Highland 
was constructed for himself and his family. His 
daughter, Marian Decker Shaw, lived in Sierra Madre 
until her death in the late 1970s. Decker was 
married to Kate Lockhart, daughter of Mary Ann 
Lockart whose home is next door to the Decker 
House at 443 W. Highland. It is still standing. Ano¬ 
ther daughter, Adda, married Stephen Norris. The 
Norris family owned the market now known as Crys- 
Farms.”

Madre . . . The water they’re dumping in the San 
Gabriel Basin is part of our water.” 

Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer suggested that 
the city look into the possibility of another water 
tunnel. “We know there’s water available. Water 
that isn’t contaminated.” 

Corp promised to come back ‘‘to discuss the 
water district situation more fully.” 

Sierra Madre has been allocated $3164 under 
the Fiscal Year Apportionment of TDA Article 3 
funds and that money will probably go to cross¬ 
walks and pedestrian and bicycle circulation in the 
Main Street Project area and Central Business Dis¬ 
trict. 

A confirmed cyclist, Councilman Clem Bartolai 
urged the council to provide bicycle paths as most 
cities have done. 

Sierra Vista Park will have a completed multi¬ 
purpose play court as part of the improvements 
for the minimum of $20,000 coming from proposi¬ 
tion 70.

Family Feud is a pop¬ 
ular TV quiz game. 
Clyde took the concept, 
but not the game, as 
the basis of his message. 
In a society that has 
become extremely con¬ 
scious of chauvinism and 
chauvinists in partic¬ 
ular, we need some 
discretion as to how and 
when we apply leader¬ 
ship in the home. As 
Clyde has maintained 
time and again, if we 
don’t apply God princi¬ 
ples to the institution of 
marriage we will be 
institutionalized. 

Paul, in Ephesians 
says, “Wives, submit 
yourselves to your hus¬ 
bands.” Now that’s a 
great phrase for the 
chauvinist who reads 
no further. But, placed 
in its total context, we 
are not talking subjuga¬ 
tion but rather co-work¬ 
ers with different areas 
of responsibility. 
A properly run home 
plans, strategies, decides 


and executes decisions 
together. Although the 
husband is the head of 
household, if he abuses 
his leadership he 
may well lose his 
head. 

A wife may have three 
basic fears in the 
Godly hierarchy: 1) Will 
he take advantage of 
me? 2) Does he have the 
ability to lead? 3) It 1 
trust him, will he meet 
my needs? Paul, in that 
same Epistle, admonishes 
husbands, "Hus¬ 
bands, love your wives 
as Christ loved the 
church.” Herein lies the 
answer to the three 
fears we just enumerated. 
If the husband fol¬ 
lows the admonision 
there is no way that he 
will abuse the 
relationship. He will 
love her, take care of 
her, guide her, protect 
her, and make every 
attempt to meet her every 
need . . . just as Christ 
takes care of His church.
